Indianapolis, Jan. 6 .—The legisla 
ture was in session about two hours 
and a half today , during which Gover­ 
nor Durbin was 
the central figure. 
Two y ears ago he established the 
precedent of a governor reading his 
own m essage. H e liked the effect and 
tried It again today with much suc­ 
cess. 
The m essage was long, Contain­ 
ing over 21,000 words, but the gover­ 
nor showed him self a good reader. 
The m atter was so interesting that 
but few o f the m em bers grew nervous 
or tired. 
N early every one rem ained 
to the last. 
The governor not only 
went into detail regarding his own ad­ 
m inistration, but showed a surprising 
touch w ith the state's affairs. He also 
m ade a num ber of recom m endations 
th at surprised his hearers. 
He took up the question of reform 
in the divorce laws and gave a num ber 
of valuable suggestions. 
His remedy 
to check purchase and sale of votes 
also caused a mild sensation. 
His 
recom m endations regarding the liquor 
laws, however, probably caused the 
g reatest commotion, or will cause a 
com m otion am ong the liquor men and 
tem perance reform ers, for he showed 
w hat the liquor dealers regard as a 
m ost radical side. 
The senate and house adjourned im­ 
m ediately after the reading of the 
m essage and will not m eet again till 
Monday morning. 
Monday , however, 
will not be a day of legislation, as it 
will be given over to the inauguration 
of Mr. H anly as governor and Hugh 
T. M iller as lieutenant governor. 
Mr. 
M iller’s inauguration comes first in 
the senate cham ber, after which Mr. 
Hanly will be inaugurated in the state- 
house rotunda. 
The “plunder com m ittees” of the 
house and senate are disposing of the 
patronage as rapidly as possible, so It 
is likely that when the legislature is 
convened Monday m orning it will be 
ready for business with a com plete 
set of employ es.

The Ind iana Suprem e court handed 
dow n a decision, a few day s ago, of 
more than 
ordinary im portance to 
liquor dealers as w ell as to those who 
oppose the liq uor traffic. 
U nder the law , as it has been for 
y ears, 
a fte r tw o 
convictions 
of a 
licensed saloon 
keeper 
the C ircuit 
Judge, or, in certain cities, the M ay or, 
may revoke the license. 
A fter three 
convictions the auth ority nam ed shall 
dp so. there being no discretion left in 
the m atter. 
In the recent decision the proprietor 
of a saloon’m nst answ er in’person for 
illegal acts of his agent or bartender. 
As heretofore m ost of the liquor law 
convictions w ere found ag ainst bar- 
fcenders'and thus did not affect the re ­ 
cord of proprietors this decision it w ill 
be seen w ill enforce m ore caution on 
the p art of the latter, as th e ir license 
togdo business w ould be jeopard of the 
aw.

Gillespie, who with his sister, Mrs. 
Belle Seward and Mr. and Mrs. My ron 
Barbour, was indicted for the m urder 
of his twin sister. Elizabeth Gillespie, 
was found guilty last night and sen­ 
tenced to life im prisonm ent. 
The oth­ 
er defendants will be tried separately , 
as in the case of Janies. 
The trial 
lasted over five w eeks and was bitterly 
fought throughout. 
Miss Elizabeth Gillespie was shot 
and killed while in the parlor of her 
home preparing to entertain the wo­ 
m en’s literary club, a y ear ago last 
month. 
This was the second trial of Jam es 
Gillespie. 
At the form er trial, a y ear 
ago, the four defendants were tried to­ 
gether, but the Jury failed to agree 
and was dism issed. 
Since then Mrs. 
Seward and Mr. and Mrs. Barbour 
were adm itted to bail, but in the case 
of Jam es Gillespie bail was refused. 
W hen the case again cam e before the 
court about five weeks ago Jam es de­ 
manded a separate trial, which was 
granted. This trial was bitterly fought 
throughout. 
The jury was given the 
case at 4:30 p. m. y esterday , and three 
hours later announced th at they had 
reached a verdict. The courtroom was 
filled with people before Judge Cornet 
and the attorney s arrived. 
Mr. and 
Mrs. B arbour were the first of the de­ 
fendants to arrive, closely followed by 
Dr. 
W illiam Gillespie, a brother of 
Jam es, and others. 
The Jury filed 
slowly into the room and took their 
seats while Jam es Gillespie was being 
brought from the jail by Sheriff Rump. I 
A fter Jam es arrived and order was es- ! 
tablished. Judge Cornet asked if the i 
jurors had agreed 
upon a verdict, j 
W hen they declared that the verdict j 
was guilty and the penalty life im- 1 
prisonm ent. the crowd broke from the 
courtroom and cheers for the Jury 
were given outside. 
As the verdict 
was read Jam es uihespie attem pted 
to smile, but it ended in a failure. 
Gillespie’s attorney s today filed a mo­ 
tion for a new trial. 
The jurors too* but one ballot in 
finding for conviction, but three were 
necessary to fix the penalty , as three 
of the jurors held out for the death 
penalty . 
Miss Elizabeth was shot on the night 
of Dec. 8. 19 03, while in the parlor 
of her hom e preparing to entertain 
the W om an’s L iterary Club of Rising 
Sun. 
The assassin fired through a 
front window with a double-barreled 
shotgun, inflicting wounds on the head 
of the woman which resulted in her 
death several hours later.

The C ardinal is altogether the most 
jHipnlar of our bird*. 
W ith a voice 
a* clear and beautiful as his plum age 
is rich aud attractive, and w ith m an- 
uers as graceful as they are dignified, 
we can easliy see why this is so. 
No 
bird is m ore conspicuously colored. 
He seems dy ed, as it were, w ith the 
deepest red of the daw n, w hich he 
loves to greet w ith his livliest song. 
John B urroughs say s, “ T his bird sug ­ 
gests a B ritish red -coat.*’ 
T he 
ex ­ 
pression is an 
ap t 
and 
suggestive 
one; for to be sure, he has a true 
soldier-like bearing. 
A il w ho read 
th e s e . lines are of 
course fam iliar w ith the C ardinal, or 
R edbird, as we m uch prefer to call 
him . 
He is q uite common in all parts 
of the county , and w hile he prefers 
briery thickets, he m ay be found in 
alm ost every sort of h a bita t from the 
deepest, m ost solitary th icket to the 
noisy busy thoroughfares of the city . 
One th ing th a t has added m uch to 
his popularity , no doubt, is the fact 
th at be is w ith us the y ear round. 
He is none of y our “ Sum m er soldier 
and sunshine p a triot.” 
L ike a true 
friend he is on hand in fa ir and foul 
w eather, and it is in the w inter w hen 
birds are rare th a t we have learned 
most to appreciate him . 
He does not 
sing to speak of then, but his very 
presence adds a w arm th to the season 
and takes m uch of th e coldness out of 
our hearts. 
W anned aud stim ulated by the first 
sign o? spring, he regains his pow er 
of ^song and th ereafter the woods are 
never w anting 
in good m usic. 
He 
has a great variety of song, w hich he 
runs through w ith m arked liberality . 
Just w hen Ty ou have about decided 
th at y ou 
know 
his 
song, a half 
strange sound comes from the th icket 
w hich causes y ou to d oubt; for does 
not th is sound come from the sam e 
q uarters w here the C ardinal w as just 
pouring forth so lustily his fam liar, 
” W hoy -it, whoy -ifc, w hoy -it, tchew , 
tchew , tchew , tchew ?*’

tion convinces 'y ou th a t th is song is 
from the sam e bird and then y ou 
know* the w hole truth .

-drains, w hich we cannot m istake. 
T here is not the sw eetness in the 
song of the C ardinal th a t is present 
in those of 'some other birds, but th is 
lack of sw eetness is offsett w ith d e a r ­ 
ness, 
variety , and 
strength. 
H is 
voice, in ¡keeping w ith his m anners, 
possesses a sort of d ig nity w hich we 
m ust adm ire. 
T his m usical ability , 
together w ith a fine dress has made 
the C ardinal m uch sought afte r for 
pets, a nd - s a d to relate-—m any th ous­ 
and have been slaughtered to grace ( ?) 
the hats of unth inking women who 
put fashion and show above consci­ 
ence and common sense. 
The nest is m ade of tw igs, leaves 
and grass and placed in bushes or 
briers tw o to six kfeet up.

Practical Receipts 


FOR THE 
H o u s e w i fe 


There are only a limited number of 
housekepeers who thoruoghly under­ 
stand how to prepare nutritious food 
for the sickroom. 
Sometimes a physi­ 
cian depends more upon nourishing 
food than on medicine to effect a final 
enre or to tide the patient ov er a criti­ 
cal period. 
It is necessary to understand some­ 
thing of the chemical v alue of food in 
order to minister intelligently to the 
inv alid. 
If a doctor orlers raw oysters 
for a patient soft shell claims cannot 
be substituted, as 
has occasionally 
been done, with fatal 
results, 
by 
untrained ¡¡nurses. 
Sometimes 
it is 
necessary 
to 
eliminate 
sugar and 
starch from the diet, and in such a 
case it requires considerable know­ 
ledge of food v alues to select the right 
v egetable« . 
Sometimes 
albuminous 
are prohibited. 
The food suitable for 
a person who is recov ering from one 
form of disease is often injursous to 
one in another condition. If one is atall 
ignorant on this subject it is better to 
consult the attending physician if he 
has not already giv en careful in stru c­ 
tions. 
Some of the digestiv e organs of a 
person just recov ering from sev ere- 
tv phoid are often as delicate as tissue 
paper. 
Solid foods would, therefore, prov e 
fatal, and only delicate custards and 
broths could be taken. 
In many snch cases the crav ing for 
rich foods is so great that the patient 
must be watched lest he eat food sur­ 
reptitiously. 
Some excellent recipes for inv alid 
dishes are giv en herewith : 


BEEF TEA. 


Although of great v alue as a stim u­ 
lant, beef tea is not as nourishing as 
many suppose. 
It contains only about 
8 per cent, of the real nutriment of 
the meat and is ordinarily made only 3 
or 4 per cent. 
A simple way of pre­ 
paring beef jnice, which is sim ilar to 
beef tea. bat stronger, is as follows: 
Choose a thick, juicy steak without 
any fat. 
A cut from the middle of 
the round is the best. 
Broil it. ov er 
the coals for a minute or two or long 
enough to heat it through thoroughly. 
Put it ov er a warm bowl set in a 
basin of hot water. 
Cut it in many 
places and with the aid of a meat 
squeezer, squeeze out all the juice, 
salting it v ery 
lightly. 
Serv e the 
juice hot immediately with a wafer 
cracker. 


CHICKEN BROTH. 
To make this cut up a fowl, crack­ 
ing the bones. Put three pints of cold 
water ov er it and cook it, closely cov ­ 
ered, for four hoars or until the meat 
“ cleav es from’’ the bones. 
Let the 
chicken cook for half an hour longer 
with a sprig of parsley and two table­ 
spoonfuls of rice. 
Season it slightly 
with salt and pepper. The rice should 
be thoroughly cooked by this time. 
Serv e the broth in a bowl with deli­ 
cate crackers broken into it the last 
moment. 


A CHICKEN CUSTARD. 
This is a most nourishing dish. 
Into half a pint of chicken broth, 
made as described, beat the perfectly 
fresh yolk* of three eggs. 
Season it 
with a little salt. 
Cook the custard, 
stirring it 
constantly until it lias 
thickened. 
Be carefnl not to cook it 
long enough to let it curdle.
